Philippines-Bound? 


SO UTH A T L A N T IC F L E E T H E A D Q U A R T E R S , Feb. 20— Brazil 


was warned today to be on guard against axis air raids, and bombard­ 


ment of its shores by enemy submarines, merchant raiders and other 


fleet units. 


The warning was sounded by Admiral Jonas Ingram in the course of 
an outline of allied preparations, in co-operation with Brazil, to pre­ 
vent such attacks. 
“ I would not be the least bit surprised any night lf an enemy sub­ 
marine shelled coastal towms," Admiral Ingram declared. 
“ Hitler will do anything to cause trouble. 
"W e know axis surface raiders, and some submarines, carry air­ 
planes, and it is entirely possible that they could carry out nuisance

raids.” 
Admiral 
Ingram 
also warned 
against relaxing vigilance against 
enemy agents. 
They 
might get 
possession of land somehow along 
Brazil’s 5,000-mile 
coastline, 
he 
said, and aid axis attacks. 
He recalled Instances of enemy 
submarines lying off shore for sev­ 
eral days— “ perhaps to sow mines, 
perhaps to land spies." 
As an indication of the efforts 
the United States 
has 
made to 
contribute to the defense of B ra ­ 
zil’s shores. Admiral Ingram said 
that 11,832,000 was being spent at 
Recife, on the Brazilian hump, for 
military installations.

NEW YORK. — "Strike three 
blows for every one by the enemy; 
kill IO for every one killed by the 
enemy.” 
That's an ancient, unwritten law 
among the fierce Cossacks of Rus­ 
sia, men whose ancestors lived by 
the saber and who, themselves, 
have been brought up in the tough, 
hardening 
Cossack 
spirit 
that 
teaches them from childhood to 
know no fear, to recognize no man 
as their superior. 
Those hard-riding horsemen have 
been called brigands and outlaws 
at times in the past, but the sol­ 
diers of Hitler s Germany and her 
satellites 
today 
probably 
have 
much stronger epithets for them. 
The Cossacks have earned the 
great respect in which 
they are 
held by German soldiers because 
they have proved that they and 
their steeds still can play a crucial 
role in modem war—and the stiff, 
still bodies of thousands of Ger­ 
mans on the frozen plains and 
steppes of Russia bear silent testi­ 


mony to the indomitable horse­ 
men's valor and fighting skill. 
Winter’s Warriors 
Riding their traditional flesh- 
and-blood mounts and not any 
modem creations of steel, the Cos­ 
sacks reach their peak of achieve­ 
ment and effectiveness when the 
thermometer sinks below the zero 
mark and drifts of snow cover the 
battlefields. 
Under such weather conditions, 
they performed many of the deeds 
and ex ecuted many of the maneu­ 
vers that halted the Germans on 
the icy plains west of Moscow- 
more than a year ago. 
And now 
they are at it again as the Ax is 
armies slough disconsolately west­ 
ward once more. 
It was several centuries ago 
that the Cossacks began to make 
themselves felt a? a fighting force, 
roaming the steppes of southern 
Russia, sometimes selling their 
considerable sendees as fighters to 
whosoever desired them. 
Poland at that time included 
within her boundaries the lands of 
the Dnieper and Saparog Cossacks, 
but was not strong enough to pro­ 
tect them against the forays of 


the Tartars from the east. 
The 
Cossacks, therefore, formed for 
their own protection the armed 
bands that have been the most fa­ 
mous horsemen in the world. 
Invaders’ Nemesis 
Always independent and aloof 
from too-strong ties with their 
neighbors, the Cossacks neverthe­ 
less always have been among the 
first to answer the call to arms 
when Russia has been invaded by 
hopeful enemies. 
The fact that their aloofness and 
independence led them to be among 
the last holdouts against the Revo­ 
lution (their areas were just about 
the last to give in to the new-born 
Red Army and Soviet government) 
has not deterred them from again 
rising to their savage best in dfv 
fence of their homeland. 
Some persons who are aware 
only of the most striking feature 
of this war, the ex treme mobility 
of present-day armies with their 
swift fleets of trucks, tanks and 
airplanes, may ask how the mount­ 
ed Cossacks have been able 
to ter­ 
rorize the Nazis, who 
first im­ 
pressed the world with armor on 
wheels. 


The Red Army’s answer to that 
—and the Nazis can attest to it— 
is that the horsemen are used In 
large numbers at the right time* 
and in the right places. 
And the 
Cossacks have been adapted to the 
new methods of warfare. 
An old-fashioned charge with 
gleaming sabers is seen once in a 
while, but, as a rule, the cavalry­ 
men get in their most telling blow’* 
with the most 
modern weapons, 
tommy guns, pistols and rapid-fir­ 
ing rifles, which give them tre­ 
mendous fire power added to their 
mobility. 
When necessary the soldiers on 
horses are supported by tanks, 
heavy guns, planes and infantry in 
their forays against the Ax is lines. 
As always, Russia's cavalry is em­ 
ployed principally in fast flanking 
movements designed to panic the 
enemy by the sudden appearance 
of troops in his rear to disrupt his 
communications and supplies and 
force a withdrawal. 
On attack and defense, the Cos­ 
sacks and other mounted regiments 
have accomplished much that hat 
helped to put the Germans in their 
present plight.

Farming in So uthern Ohio 


BY THOMAS BERRY 


Early Plowing 
I talked with a very successful 
fanner this week, who told me 
that he was ready to plow, just as 
soon as it quit freezing so hard, 
and he could get into his fields. He 
is like our most progressive south­ 
ern Ohio farmers, he is planning 
his work ahead, and pushing it at 
every 
opportunity, and then 
it 
w’on't push him, and he will have 
some 
leisure time 
occasionally, 
that is much needed in any busi­ 
ness, and especially in farming, 
for 
you 
"must 
tarry 
by 
the 
stuff" as one man ex pressed it to 
me recently, lf you ex pect to make 
any money. 
This is especially true at this 
season 
of the 
year, when 
the 
young lamb crop is beginning to 
arrive. Your time is very import- 
ant then, for if a lamb gets dried 
off and well tilled with milk, it 
will live, in most cases; but if it 
gets thoroughly chilled, it may die. 


Itc hin g A (hilled Lamb 
There are many ways to do this, 
but one of the best that we have 
ever used, is to put the lamb into 
a 
large dishpan 
of water, 
just 
about milk warm. As soon as you 
do this, begin a vigorous massage, 
rubbing toward the heart on the 
inside of the legs and away from 
the heart on the outside. This will 
stimulate the circulation. We like 
to leave the lamb in the water 
about five minutes, and then take 
it out quickly and wrap it in a 
warm woolen blanket, and put it 
back of the kitchen stove, and 
then fill it up pretty well with 
its mother’s milk. If she does not 
have much milk, we dilute cow's 
milk about one fourth and feed it 
at about m / the temperature of 
milk, when it is first drawn. 
We have saved lambs that way 
on the farm, when they were down 
and almost lifeless.

Minerals For Breeding Ewe* 
I saw an interesting demonstra­ 
tion of the value of minerals for 
breeding ewes this week. I was on 
a big farm, where a mineral ra­ 
tion made by mix ing two parts of 
bone 
meal, two 
parts of 
finely 
ground limestone, and one part of 


salt, was kept before a flock of 
breeding ewes, all the time, and 
then some of it was mix ed with 
the grain feed. The lambs 
were 
large and vigorous and almost all j 
of them lived. 
A neighbor in the same commu­ 
nity, who had about the 
same ra­ 
tion for his sheep, was losing a 
lot of lambs. "I don't know what 
is the matter with them,” he said, I 
"They are large enough, 
seem to 
be as strong as you would ex pect 
a young lamb to be, but they 
have 
a tendency to wander away from 
the mother, and don’t nurse very 
well; and even if you take them 
away from the mother and hand 
feed them, most of them die.” 
“What 
is probably 
causing 
this,' I asked Dr. W. R. Lukens of 
Hillsboro, 
a 
veterinarian 
with 
manv 
years of very 
successful 
practice. 
"Mineral deficiency, is probably 
the cause,” he replied. "I can think 
of some other things that might 
cause it, but the preponderance of 
evidence indicates that the cause 
of a condition of this kind is a 
mineral deficiency in the ration.” 
When 
I asked 
him what 
he 
thought of the mineral feed given 
above, he said that it was a 
good 
one, but he would cut out half of 
the bone meal, for there might be 
some trouble in the flock, from an 
ex cess of phosphorus in the ra­ 
tion. "I got this from some re­ 
cent 
scientific ex periments,” 
he 
continued. 


Uate>r For Sh^ep 
I wasn’t very much # ur prised to 
learn of a large flock 
of 
sheep 
that produces a very good lamb 
• top, and almost 15 
pounds 
of 
wool per head (and mutton sheep ; 
at that- Shropshire*) as 
a result 
of some very good breeding, a well 
balanced 
ration, 
with 
minerals 
■wit fed, and all of the warm wa­ 
ter they will drink, night and day. 
I he big difference between 
this 
flock and many corn belt flocks is 
that they get much more 
water 
into them than the average 
farm 
flock, Just because it is near them 
•*11 the time, and warm at that. | 
Sheep will drink much more warm 
wat* i 
than cold. Did you 
know . 


that? Did you ever stop to think 
how 
essential water 
is for 
the 
growth of any animal? In the first 
place, when you sell any kind of a 
domestic animal, the body is much 
more than half water. Then 
it is 
absolutely essential for digestion, I 
and it plays a very important role ! 
in assimilation, the changing of 
digested food material into living 
protoplasm. (This last step is the 
one 
that 
scientists 
know 
very 
little about, but they do 
know that 
w ater is essential, and lots of wa­ 
ter, or the change will not not be 
made.) 
I ex pect many of our com belt 
readers, and a lot of those in the 
western sheep states, and on the 
west coast, have often heard that 
a sheep can get along without very 
much water, and they 
can, but 
they do much better with it, and 
with warm water in the Winter 
season. 
I can’t think of anything that 
will 
pay our 
flock owners any 
more for their time, than the little 
ex tra effort it will take to keep 
plenty of fresh water before the J 
farm flock in the Winter season, 
unless it la providing them with a 
well balanced mineral ration, in ad­ 
dition to the right amount of le­ 
gume roughage and concentrates. 


Good Ration For 
Breeding Ewes 
Here is a good one that is be­ 
ing 
used this 
Winter by 
F. C. 
Head and his son Jack, the junior 
member of the firm :— 
Clover hay, soy bean 
hay, and 
shredded 
fodder in racks 
that 
keep 
it from 
getting Into 
the 
fleece, by being almost 
vertical, 
so that the sheep are never under 
the hay. 
A grain ratio made by mix ing 
five pounds of shelled corn, three 
pounds of whole oats, two pounds 
of wheat bran, and one pound of 
ground soy beans. 
This grain ration Is fed from 
about the first of December after 
the flock is put up for the Winter, 
and housed in bad weather, by giv­ 
ing them plenty of room In long 
wide stables in a warm barn. It is 
reduced 
some as 
the time 
ap­ 
proaches for the lambs to be born, 
which is late in December, Janu­ 
ary and February. 
I took my class in agriculture 
to see this flock about the middle 
of February, and about half of the 
ewes had already lambed, and the 


“youngsters” were very vigorous 
and healthy. 
A pair of twins were only about 
an hour old and they were already 
walking around and looking at this 
new 
and beautiful world, 
into 
which they had just come. 
"They’ll soon be going into the 
creeps to eat a grain fed with the 
others, that we make by mix ing 
ten 
pounds of 
rolled oats, 
ten 
pounds of cut com, five pounds of 
wheat bran and ten pounds of a 25 
percent commercial protein pellet 
in self feeders, before them all the 
time,” the senior member of the 
firm pointed out. 
"Most of these lambs will be 
sold late in May or early in June, 
the senior member of the firm 
said. 
He 
was well informed 
about 
the 
general principles of 
flock 
management and marketing, but 
asked us to see Jack for the de­ 
tails about the care, management 
and feeding, and we soon discover­ 
ed that Jack "knew his stuff”, if 
you will ex cuse the slang ex pres­ 
sion. He not only knows how to 
produce A-l lambs and mutton, 
but he knows pure bred sheep, and 
how to show and m arket them.

NEW YORK. — “Strike three 
blows for every one by the enemy; 
kill IO for every one killed by the 
enemy.” 
That s an ancient, unwritten law 
among the fierce Cossacks of Rus­ 
sia, men whose ancestors lived by 
the saber and who, themselves, 
have been brought up in the tough, 
hardening 
Cossack 
spirit 
that 
teaches them from childhood to 
know no fear, to recognize no man 
as their superior. 
Those hard-riding horsemen have 
been called brigands and outlaws 
at times in the past, but the sol­ 
diers of Hitler's Germany and her 
satellites 
today 
probably 
have 
much stronger epithets for them. 
The Cossacks have earned the 
great respect in which they are 
held by German soldiers because 
they have proved that they and 
their steeds still can play a crucial 
role in modem war—and the stiff, 
still bodies of thousands of Ger­ 
man* on the frozen plains surd 
cteppes of Russia bear silent testi­ 


mony to the indomitable horse­ 
men's valor and fighting skill. 


Winter’* Warriors 
Riding their traditional flesh- 
and-blood mount* and not any 
modem creations of steel, the Cos­ 
sacks reach their peak of achieve­ 
ment and effectiveness when the 
thermometer sinks below the zero 
mark and drifts of snow cover the 
battlefields. 
Under such weather conditions, 
they performed many of the deeds 
and executed many of the maneu­ 
vers that halted the Germans on 
the icy plains west of Moscow 
more than a year ago. 
And now 
they are at it again as the Axis 
armies slough disconsolately west­ 
ward once more. 
It was several centuries ago 
that the Cossacks began to make 
themselves felt as a fighting force, 
roaming the steppes of southern 
Russia, 
sometimes selling their 
considerable services as fighters to 
whosoever desired them. 
Poland at that time included 
within her boundaries the lands of 
the Dnieper and Saparog Cossacks, 
but was not strong enough to pro­ 
tect them against the forays of 


the T artars from the east. 
The 
Cossacks, therefore, formed for 
their own protection the armed 
bands that have been the most fa­ 
mous horsemen in the world. 


Invaders’ Nemesis 
Always independent and aloof 
from too-strong ties with their 
neighbors, the Cossacks neverthe­ 
less always have been among the 
first to answer the call to arms j 
when Russia has been Invaded by 
hopeful enemies. 
The fact that their aloofness and 
independence led them to be among 
the last holdouts against the Revo- ; 
lution (their areas were just about I 
the last to give in to the new-born 
Red Army and Soviet government) 
has not deterred them from again 
rising to their savage best in d* 
fence of their homeland. 
Some persons who are aware 
only of the moat striking feature | 
of this war, the extreme mobility 
of present-day armies with their j 
swift fleets of trucks, tanks and I 
airplanes, may ask how the mount­ 
ed Cossacks have been able to te r-' 
rorize the Naris, who first im- j 
pressed the world with armor on 
wheels. 


The Red Army’s answer to that 
—and the Naris can attest to it— 
is that the horsemen are used In 
large numbers at th* right time* 
and in the right places. 
And the 
Cossacks have been adapted to the 
new methods of warfare. 
An old-fashioned charge with 
gleaming sabers is seen once in a 
while, but, as a rule, th* cavalry­ 
men get in their most telling blows 
with the most modem weapons, 
tommy guns, pistols and rapid-fir­ 
ing rifles, which giv# them tre­ 
mendous fire power added to their 
mobility. 
When necessary th* soldiers on 
horses are supported by tanks, 
heavy guns, planes and Infantry in 
their forays against the Axis lines. 
As always, Russia s cavalry Is em­ 
ployed principally in fast flanking 
movements designed to panic the 
enemy by the sudden appearance 
of troops in his rear to disrupt his 
communications and supplies and 
force a withdrawal. 
On attack and defense, the Cos­ 
sacks and other mounted regiments 
have accomplished much that has 
helped to put the Germans in their 
present plight. 


Farming in Southern Ohio 


BY THOMAS BERRY 


Early Plowing 
I talked with a very successful 
farm er this week, who told me 
that he was ready to plow, just as 
soon as it quit freezing so hard, 
and he could get into his fields. He 
is like our most progressive south­ 
ern Ohio farmers, he is planning 
his work ahead, and pushing it at 
every 
opportunity, and then 
it 
w'on’t push him, and he will have 
some 
leisure time 
occasionally, 
that Ls much needed in any busi­ 
ness. and especially in farming, 
for 
you 
"m ust 
tarry 
by 
the 
stuff ” as one man expressed it to 
me recently, if you expect to make 
any money. 
This is especially true a t this 
season 
of the 
year, when 
the 
young lamb crop is beginning to 
arrive. Your time is very im port­ 
ant then, for if a lamb gets dried 
off and well filled with milk, it 
will live, in most cases; but if it 
gets thoroughly chilled, it may die. 


Reliving A Chilled Lamb 
There are many ways to do this, 
but one of the best th at we have 
ever used, is to put the lamb into 
a 
large dishpan 
of water, 
just 
about milk warm. As soon as you 
do this, begin a vigorous massage, 
rubbing toward the heart on the 
inside of the legs and away from 
the heart on the outside. This will 
stimulate the circulation. We like 
to leave the lamb in the w ater 
about five minutes, and then take 
it out quickly and wrap it in a 
warm woolen blanket, and put it 
back of the kitchen stove, and 
then fill it up pretty well with 
its mother’s milk. If she does not 
have much milk, we dilute cow s 
milk about one fourth and feed it 
at about rn/ the tem perature of 
milk, when it is first drawn. 
We have saved lambs that way 
on the farm, when they were down 
and almost lifeless. 


M inerals F or Breeding Ewe* 
I saw an interesting dem onstra­ 
tion of the value of minerals for 
breeding ewes this week. I wa* on 
a big farm, where a mineral ra­ 
tion made by mixing two parts of 
bone 
meal, two 
partB of 
finely 
ground limestone, and one part of 


salt, was kept before a flock of 
breeding ewes, all the time, and 
then some of it was mixed with 
the grain feed. The lambs were 
large and vigorous and alm ost all 
of them lived. 
A neighbor in the same commu­ 
nity, who had about the same ra ­ 
tion for his sheep, was losing a 
lot of lambs. "I don’t know w hat 
Is the m atter with them ,” he said. 
"They are large enough, seem to 
be as strong as you w’ould expect 
a young lamb to be, but they have 
a tendency to wander away from 
the mother, and don’t nurse very 
well; and even if you take them 
away from the m other and hand 
feed them, most of them die.” 
“W hat 
is 
probably 
causing 
this," I asked Dr. W. R. Lukens of 
Hillsboro, 
a 
veterinarian 
with 
many 
years of very 
successful 
practice. 
"Mineral deficiency, is probably 
the cause.” he replied. “I can think 
of some other things th at m ight 
cause it, but the preponderance of 
evidence indicates that the cause 
of a condition of this kind is a 
mineral deficiency in the ration.” 
When 
I asked 
him what 
he 
thought of the mineral feed given 
above, he said that It was a good 
one, but he would cut out half of 
the bone meal, for there m ight be 
some trouble in the flock, from an 
excess of phosphorus in the ra ­ 
tion. “I got this from some re­ 
cent 
scientific experiments,” 
he 
continued. 


h a te r For Sh’fp 
I w asn’t very much surprised to 
learn of a large flock 
of 
sheep 
that produces a very good 
lamb 
crop, and almost 15 
pounds 
of 
W'ool per head (and mutton sheep 
at that—Shropshire* i as a result 
of some very good breeding, a well 
balanced 
ration, 
with 
m inerals 
self fed, and all of the warm wa­ 
ter they will drink, night and day. 
"The big difference between this 
flock and many corn belt flocks is 
that they get much more w ater 
into them than the average farm 
flock. Just because it is near them 
all the time, and warm at that. 
Sheep will drink much more warm 
water than cold. Did you know 


th a t? Did you ever stop to think 
how 
essential w ater 
is for 
the 
growth of any anim al? In the first 
place, when you sell any kind of a 
domestic animal, the body is much 
more than half water. Then it is 
absolutely essential for digestion, 
and it plays a very im portant role 
in assimilation, the changing of 
digested food m aterial into living 
protoplasm. (This last step is the 
one 
th a t 
scientists 
know 
very 
little about, but they do know th at 
w ater is essential, and lots of wa- ! 
ter, or the change will not not be 
made.) 
I expect m any of our corn belt 
readers, and a lot of those In the 
w'estem sheep states, and on the 
west coast, have often heard th at 
a sheep can get along without very 
much w ater, and they can, butj 
they do much better with it, and 
with warm w ater in the W inter 
season. 
I can’t think of anything that 
will 
pay our 
flock owners 
any 
more for their time, than the little 
extra effort it will take to keep 
plenty of fresh w ater before the 
farm flock in the W inter season, 
unless it is providing them with a 
well balanced mineral ration, in ad­ 
dition to the right amount of Ie- I 
gume roughage and concentrates. 


Good Ration For 
Breeding Ewes 
Here Is a good one th at is be­ 
ing 
used this 
W inter by 
F. C. 
Head and his son Jack, the junior 
member of the firm :— 
Clover hay, soy bean hay, and 
shredded 
fodder in racks 
that 
keep 
it from 
getting into 
the 
fleece, by being alm ost vertical, 
so th a t the sheep are never under 
the hay. 
A grain ratio made by mixing 
five pounds of shelled corn, three 
pounds of whole oats, two pounds 
of w heat bran, and one pound of 
ground soy beans. 
This grain ration Is fed from 
about the first of December after 
the flock is put up for the W inter, 
and housed in bad weather, by giv­ 
ing them plenty of room In long 
wide stables In a warm bam . It is 
reduced 
some as 
the time 
ap­ 
proaches for the lambs to be born, 
which is late in December, Janu­ 
ary and February. 
I took ray class in agriculture 
to see this flock about the middle 
of February, and about half of the 
ewes had already lambed, and the 


"youngsters” were very vigorous 
and healthy. 
A pair of twin* were only about 
an hour old and they were already 
walking around and looking at thia 
new 
and beautiful w’orld, 
Into 
which they had Just come. 
"They’ll soon be going into the 
creeps to eat a grain fed with the 
others, th a t we make by mixing 
ten 
pounds of 
rolled oats, 
ten 
pounds of cut com, five pounds of 
w heat bran and ten pounds of a 25 
percent commercial protein pellet 
in self feeders, before them all the 
tim e,” the senior member of the 
firm pointed out. 
"M ost of these lam bs will be 
sold late In May or early in June, 
the senior member of the firm 
said. 
He 
was well informed 
about 
the 
general principles of 
flock 
m anagem ent and m arketing, but 
asked us to see Jack for the de­ 
tails about the care, m anagem ent 
and feeding, and we soon discover­ 
ed th at Jack "knew his stuff”, if 
you will excuse the slang expres­ 
sion. He not only know’s how to 
produce A-l lambs and mutton, 
but he knows pure bred sheep, and 
how to show and m arket them.

I HAVE just run across some 
pron oun cemen ts by a med ical man , 
mad e sev eral jears ago, about 
high blood pressure which I be­ 
liev e still obtain an d furn ish some 
poin ters which may be useful: 
I. Doctors who hav e stud ied the 
con d ition most carefully d o n ot

Kn ow whether high blood pressure 
is a symptom or a d iscase. 
2. On e lead in g authority has 
put d own fourteen basic causes for 
high blood pressure. This should 
be n oted by those who write in an d 
ask me what is "the'’ cause of high 
blood pressure. 
3. Busin ess worriee. d omestic 
troubles, person al 
an xiety an d 
frustration can be con tributin g 
causes or at least causes which 
make the con d ition worse. 
4. On e can in herit a ten d en cy 
toward the con d ition . 
5. High blood pressure may ex­ 
ist for years without caukin g an y 
symptoms. 
6. Sin ce it is a d isturban ce of 
the arteries an d sin ce the arteries 
go ev erywhere in the bod y, it is 
n atural that a great man y con d i­ 
tion s are associated with it. For 
in stan ce, an gin a pectoris, or heart 
pain , goes with high blood pres­ 
sure. Also, kid n ey chan ges which 
may be reflected in the urin e ac­ 
compan y it. An oculist may often 
d etect high blood pressure by ex- 
amin in g the eyes. When lon g con ­ 
tin ued , it may cause apoplexy an d 
some men tal d eterioration . 
7. About half the patien ts with 
high blood pressure liv e out their 
life expectan cy. 
8. Women bear high blood pres­ 
sure better than men . 
9. A ll p la n s fo r tre a tm e n t 
should in clud e psychological meth­ 
od s of treatm en t an d some of the 
best results are accomplished by 
psychological mean s. 
10. The basic rules for improv e­ 
men t are to eat less, smoke less, 
work less an d sleep more. 
11. Tobacco is far more harmful 
than a mod erate use of alcohol. 
12. There is n o special treat­ 
men t n or are there an y d rugs 
which will cure high blood pres­ 
sure perman en tly. 
A Chin ese d octor on ce told some 
of my American frien d s that our 
trouble was efficien cy, pun ctuality 
an d d isciplin e. He said , “A Chi­ 


n e. e abhors efficien cy because it 
leav es him n o peace of min d ; pun c­ 
tuality because he wan ts plen ty of 
leisure; too much d isciplin e in ter­ 
feres with person al liberty. You 
American s pay for your efficien cy 
wit!- high blood pressure.” 
Good ad v ice for those who hav e 
high blood pressure is as follows: 
1. Keep calm. Av oid war n ews 
an d d iscussion s. 
2. Av oid stimulatin g food an d 
d rin k. 
C. Av oid con stipation . Keep in 
good gen eral health. 
4. Av oid tight-fittin g collars or 
an y con striction aroun d the n eck. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
ll. B.: — In your opin ion is sur­ 
gery the on ly way to reliev e the 
patien t who is sufferin g from a 
toxic goiter? 
An swer: No. I d o n ot believ e 
more than 25 per cen t of patien ts 
sufferin g with toxic goiter should 
be submitted to surgery.

On e is an acid con d ition of the 
blood . Real shortn ess of breath 
in most in stan ces is d ue to the fact 
that the heart is ov erburd en ed 
either d ue to the heart itself or to 
high blood pressure or to the per­ 
son ’s ov erweight. 


L. A.:—Does carrot juice eau*# 
high blood pressure? I was told to 
d rin k a pin t of carrot juice a d ay. 
After d rin kin g it for a couple of 
weeks n oticed an in crease of pulse 
beat, d izzy spells an d rin gin g in 
the ears. 
An swer: Carrot juice d oes n ot 
cause high blood pressure, but it 
may prod uce a d iscoloration of 
the skin an d symptoms such as 
you d escribe. Drin kin g a pin t of 
an ythin g except water a d ay is a 
bad plan .

PEARS ARE not alw ays realized. So many

tales have been told of German genius 
that sometimes that country is thought of 
as the international equivalent of Super­ 
man.

Strange Facts About 
High Blood Pressure 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
I HAVE just run across some 
pronouncements by a medical man, 
made several years ago, about 
high blood pressure which I be­ 
lieve still obtain and furnish some 
pointers which may be useful: 
1. Doctors who I ave studied the 
condition most carefully do not j

know whether high blood pressure j 
is a symptom or a discase. 
2. One leading authority has j 
put down fourteen basic causes for j 
high blood pressure. This should 
be noted by those who write in and 
ask me what is “the'’ cause of high 
blood pressure. 
3. Business worries. domestic j 
troubles, personal anxiety and ] 
frustration can be contributing 
causes or at least causes which 
make the condition worse. 
4. One can inherit a tendency 
toward the condition. 
6. High blood pressure may ex- I 
ist for years w ithout cauking any 
symptoms. 
6. Since it is a disturbance of j 
the arteries and since the arteries : 
go everywhere in the body, it is 
natural that a great many cond!- j 
tions are associated with it. For 
instance, angina pectoris, or heart , 
pain, goes with high blood pres- j 
sure. Also, kidney changes which j 
may be reflected in the urine ac­ 
company it. An oculist may often 
detect high blood pressure by ex­ 
amining the eyes. When long con­ 
tinued, it may cause apoplexy and 
some mental deterioration. 
7. About half the patients with 
high blood pressure live out their 
life expectancy. 
8. Women bear high blood pres­ 
sure better than men. 
9. A ll plans for treatm en t 
should include psychological meth­ 
ods of treatment and some of the 
best results are accomplished by 
psychological means. 
10. The basic rules for improve­ 
ment are to eat less, smoke less, 
work less and sleep more. 
11. Tobacco is far more harmful 
than a moderate use of alcohol 
12. There is no special treat­ 
ment nor are there any drugs 
which will cure high blood pres­ 
sure permanently. 
A Chinese doctor once told some 
of ray American friends that our 
trouble was efficiency, punctuality 
and discipline. He said, “A Chi 


nese abhors efficiency because it 
leaves him no peace of mind; punc­ 
tuality because he wants plenty of 
leisure; too much discipline inter­ 
feres with personal liberty. You 
Americans pay for your efficiency 
with high blood pressure.” 
Good advice for those who have 
high blood pressure is as follows: 
1. Keep calm. Avoid war news 
and discussions. 
2. Avoid stimulating food and 
drink. 
3. Avoid constipation. Keep in 
good general health. 
4. Avoid tight-fitting collars or 
any constriction around the neck. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
H. B.:—In your opinion is sur­ 
gery the only way to relieve the 
patient who is suffering from a 
toxic goiter? 
Answer: No. I do not believe 
more than 25 per cent of patients 
suffering with toxic goiter should 
be submitted to surgery. The de­ 
cision depends upon the severity 
of the case and many other cir­ 
cumstances which could be decided 
only by a physician on the ground. 


A. B. C.:—What caules one to 
be extremely short of breath when 
no heart disease is present? 
Answer: Very few things and 
those are very rarely encountered. 
One is an acid condition of the 
blood. Heal shortness of breath 
in most instances is due to the fact 
that the heart is overburdened 
either due to the heart itself or to 
high blood pressure or to the per­ 
son’s overweight. 


L. A.:—Does carrot juice cau^e 
high blood pressure? I was told to 
drink a pint of carrot juice a day. 
After drinking it for a couple of 
weeks noticed an increase of pulse 
beat, dizzy spells and ringing in 
the ears. 
Answer: Carrot juice does not 
cause high blood pressure, but It 
may produce a discoloration of 
the skin and symptoms such as 
you describe. Drinking a pint of 
anything except water a day is a 
bad plan.

Circlev ille clocks will be turned 
back one hour Saturday night, the 
county seat joining with the Ohio 
legislature and Gov ernor Bricker 
in rev erting to ‘slow’ time 
after 
operating on Eastern War Time 
during the last year. 
With return of ‘slow** time offi­ 
cials are predicting certain 
con­ 
fusion since in many cities, espe­ 
cially in eastern Ohio, clocks will 
remain as they hav e l>een in ac­ 
cordance with federally-approv ed 
time. That confusion will reign in 
Circlev ille is predicted since two 
of the neighboring cities, namely 
Lancaster and Washington C. H., 
hav e decided to remain on ‘w ar’ 
time. Chillicothe is expected 
to 
reach a decision sometime Satur­ 
day. a conference Friday failing 
to bring agreement. 
Not To Change 
Among other cities to decide to 
remain on ‘fast’ time are Cincin­ 
nati, 
Ironton. 
Athens, 
Lisbon, 
Conneaut, 
Zanesv ille, 
Canton, 
Mansfield, Sandusky and Toledo. 
Clev eland, Akron. Massillon, Alli­ 
ance and many other industrial 
areas prev iously announced that 
‘fast’ time would be continued. 
Columbus will rev ert 
to 
‘slow’ 
time in accordance with the legis­ 
lativ e act. 
Fanners of the county who hav e 
been 
clamoring 
for 
the 
time 
change declared that under ‘w ar’ 
time the sun does not rise “until 
the middle of the forenoon”, forc­ 
ing them to work until their nor­ 
mal bedtime in order to get their 
work done. Persons from the city j 
working on farms usually quit at 
6 o’clock regardless of how high 
the sun may be. 
Ex tra Ho ur's Sleep 
Persons who turn back 
their 
clocks tonight will enjoy an extra 
hour of sleep. The time change, 
under the statute signed by Gov er­ 
nor Bricker, goes into effect at 3 
a. rn. Sunday, clocks being turned ! 
back to 2 a. rn. It w’ould be much 
easier to turn the clock back an 
hour when you go to bed than it 
would be to get up at 3 o’clock to 
change it. 
Circlev ille schools will rev ert to 
the time schedule in effect before 
the inauguration of War 
Time,

Classes will begin at 6:30. County

way as all other persons to declare 
their stocks of commercial cans, 
jars and bottles (8 ounces or ov er) 
of fruits, v egetables, soups, juices, 
chilli sauce and catsup, when they 
register for War Ration Book Two 
beginning Tuesday. 
An allowance of fiv e cans, bot­ 
tles or jars for each person in the 
family will be made. 
All of the 
canned foods in excess of that al­ 
lowance must be declared and ; 
point stamps will be remov ed from 
the family’s ration books for the 
excess. 
This declaration, is not a pen­ 
alty, since families with reserv e 
stocks are not necessarily hoard­ 
ing. 
OPA recognizes that many 
families hav e bought canned foods 
in case lots because of transpo r­ 
tation difficulties, 
or 
to effect 
economies, or 
in anticipation of 
emergencies. 
The declaration and deduction 
of stamps is made in order that 
ev ery one may start ofr under ra­ 
tioning on as equal a footing as 
possible. 
In 
effect this means 
that emergency stock® of canned 
foods in excess of fiv e cans per 
person become a pal t of that fam­ 
ily's fair share under the ration 
program. 
Families hav ing such emergency
